Para 1 : Introductory 

Jawaharlal Nehru University was established in 1969 under the Jawaharlal Nehru University Act, 1966, to 
disseminate knowledge, wisdom and understanding by teaching and research and by the examples and influence 
of its corporate life. The accounts of the University are audited under Section 19 (2) of the Comptroller 
and Auditor General J s (Duties, Powers and Conditions of Service) Act, 1971. 
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The University is financed mainly by grants from the University Grants Commission. During 1992-93 the 
University received grants of Rs. 2031.56 lakhs (Plan Rs. 448. 29 lakhs, Non-Plan Rs. 1,583.27 lakhs). In addi¬ 
tion, the University received grants aggregating to Rs. 46.48 lakhs from the Ministry of Science and Technology 
(Department of Bio-technology) during the year. 

Annual Accounts of the University for the year 1992-93 comprised (a) Receipt and Payment accounts for the 
maintenance (Non-Plan) account, development (Plan) account, earmarked (special) Fund account and debt, de¬ 
posits etc. account (b) Income and Expenditure accounts for maintenance (Non-Plan) and development fund 
(c) Statement of assets and liabilities (Balance Sheet) and (d) receipts and payments account, and Balance 
sheet for Provident Fund Accounts. 

Comments of the University 

No comments. 

Para 2 : Non-Approval of the format of accounts : 

Althouth the University was set up in 1969 the format of its accounts could not be got approved by the compe¬ 
tent authority so far. The University stated in June, 1993 that in order to evolve a uniform procedure and 
to frame standard proforma for preparation of annual accounts, the University Grants Commission had appointed 
a committee which had already submitted its report in September, 1982 and the recommendations thereof 
were stated to be under consideration of the Ministry. However, the present format is deficientto the extent expla¬ 
ined as under : 

C omm ents of the University 

As the same position is continuing for several years now and the matter is at a standstill and the UGC Commit¬ 
tee has found JNU system acceptable, the University has no further comments to offer. 

Para 2 (a) : Capitalisation of work in progress : 

Despite repeated audit observations, work in progress had not been shown as a distinct item in the Balance 
Sheet and only a foot-note had been added. Advances for purchase of equipments had also not been exhibited 
distinctly in the Balance Sheet. 
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Comments of the University 

The possibility of showing the work in progress as a distinct item in the balance sheet in the accounts of the 
year 1993-94 will be looked into as suggested by audit instead of showing it as a footnote as was done hitherto. 

Para 2 (b) : Land and Building 

Land and building worth Rs. 3,474.48 lakhs had been shown as assets in the Balance Sheet as on 31st March, 
1993 as detailed below :-

The capitalised value of buildings at New Campus shown as Rs. 2,706.79 lakhs included an amount of Rs. 
1,676.04 lakhs representing the value of works in progress as on 31st March, 1993, which had been shown se¬ 
parately as a foot note in the Balance Sheet. There was a difference of Rs. 1.23 lakhs between figures as shown 
In foot note indicating work-in-progress and that of the details furnished by the University. The University stated 
in April 1994 that the difference of Rs. 1.23 lakhs has been rectified. However, the compliance reported by 
University could not be verified in audit at the balated stage. 

Conuneita of the University 

The rectification made by the University will be shown to Audit at the time of next audit. 

Para 2(c) : Earmarked (Special) Fund : 

The University had taken up sch mes/ pojects sponsored by various organisations of the Government/ 
S mi-Governments. The Funds received and expenditure incurred on these sch .mes/projects had been reflected 
in the accounts of the University under Earmarked (Special) fund in a Consolidated Receipt and Payment Account 
and the expenditure of Capital nature had been transferred to Balance Sheet. However, the scheme/project-wise 
detailed unspent/recovcrable balances had not been depicted in the accounts. The Universiy stated in April 
1994 that the balances in the Earmarked Fund Accounts consist not only the balances in the schemes/projects for 
which utilisation certificates arj prepared but also the balances of State Governments Fellowships /Government 
of Ind ia Fellowships and other fellowships funded by various agencies like CSIR/CSSR etc. and the balance 
available under. These schemes are being watched separately through the ledger Accounts. In view of the 
University’s reply the depiction of scheme/project-wise accounts has become more essential so as to exhibit a true 
and fair view of the state of affairs. 

Comments of the University 

The balances in the Earmarked Fund Account in respect of each scheme are being watched separately 
through the ledger account and also separate Utilisation Certificate are got signed by the D. A.C.R. Audit Party 
Jn respect of each scheme showing the op ,ning balance, receipt, expenditure and closing balance for the last 20 
years. The present practice .nsures that unspent/recoverable balances in respect of each scheme is available 
in the Utilisation Certificate signed by the D A C.R R. Ai it Party and is also available in a separate folio for 
each scheme being maintained by the University. Therefore the point of audit is fully met. 

Para 3 : Temporary advances pending adjustments Irregularly charged to final head: 

Temporary advances aggregating Rs. 147.15 lakhs paid to staff members of the University for purchase 
of petty items and meeting day-to-day requirements during the period 1979-80 to 1992-93 were pending their 
adjustment/settllement. Normally such advances are required to be settled immediately after the completion of 
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the purpose or work for which advances were drawn and as far possible, should be settled before the end of the 
financial year. It was, however, observed that the advances were not so settled as these were outstanding since 
1979-80 onwards and were irregularly charged to final head of account. The University stated in April, 1994 that 
the figure of outstanding advances has been reduced to Rs. 27.12 lakhs as on 16th March 1994. However, in 
view of the period and number of advances (viz. 1979-80 to 1992-93—197) the University has to make further efforts 
to clear the outstanding amount of Rs. 27 .12 lakhs. 

Comments of the University 

The prev nt position in respect of Temporary Advances charged to final heads as on 16th March, 1994 is

It would be seen from above that significant progress has been made in this regard by reducting the figure 
of outstanding advances from Rs. 147 *15 lakhs (as point, d out by Audit) to Rs. 27 -12 lakhs. Further earnest 
efforts are being made to clear/adjust the balance outstanding advaaces as quickly as possible. 


Para 4: Equipment; furniture; machinery etc. 

(a) Consolidated assets registers for equipments, furnitures, books and journals, telephones, vehicles, 
tools & plants etc- valued at Rs. 2,223 -77 lakhs indicating the valuo of each assets basod on the various assets/ 
property registers of all the schools/units was not maintained. As such correctness of the value of assets refl cted 
in th) balance sheet could not be verified. De. pite similar comments in the previous Audit Reports no action to 
maintain the requisite Register had been taken. 

(b) The value of the books and journals as per the accession legister did not agree with the amount (Rs. 
876 -11 lakhs) shown in the balance sheet as the progressive total of all the books had not been workod out. 


Comments of the University 

(a) Th; grants for the creation of fixed assets like Buildings, equipments, furniture, books etc. are teceivod 
from the UGC. The Departments of University assigned with the procmement of Assets maintain the Register 
of A;i;ts in th; prescrib;d form as per terms of the Grant. For instance, the Register of Land and Buildings is 
maintained by the Engineering Department. The Stock Register of furniture is maintained by the Estate Office 
arid th; Stock Register of equipments purchased by the various Schools are maintained by the respective Schools. 
Similarly, the Accession Register of books is maintained by the Library. As per terms of the grants, consolidated 
register of all such assets is not required to be maintained. Even if audit suggestion is accepted, it would lead to 
duplication of work and the result achieved will not be commensurate with the labour involved. A similar para 
was included in the Audit Report of the University for the first time in 1979 whan the matter was referred to the 
UGC for a decision. The UGC in turn referred the matter to the Committee appointed by the Commission to 
evolv; Uiifornt Pr;c;dar; and Standard Proforma of Accounts for Central Universities. It is understood thrt 
the R;port of the Committee is still in the process of finaliation by the Commission in consultation wth ihe 
Ministry of Human Resource Development and the Comptroller and Auditor General of India and the C< mmittce 
has also opinjd that there is no need to keep centralised rocerd which would indicate the detailed item of store* 
since these are maintained by the School/Department which procures them. 
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However, the Finance Committee of the University (JNU) at its meeting held on 26-3-1990 decided that a 
Centralised Assets Register in respect of purchase of major items of equipments and furniture etc. costing over 
Rs. 20,000/- in each case may be maintained and accordingly the said register is being maintained by the Estate 
Office of the University. 

(b) The value of books shown in two different sets of documents does not agree duo to the following 
reasons; 

0) The value of books mentioned in the Accession Register is the printed one and that in the balance 
sheet is the discounted one. 

(ii) The value of foreign books/journals of foreign origin mentioned in the Accession Register is m the 

foreign currency. 

(iii) The actual cost of journals is not reflected in the Accession Registers. 

It would be seen from above that in Certain cases actual price is not given in the Accession Register and no 
progressive total have been maintained and canied forward and as such no reconciliation wiffi the amount given 
in thf Balance Sheet is possible. This has also been answered in the previous years in the same manner. 
Even if progressive total of all the books were to bo worked out, it would not serve any additional purpose. 
Actual payments are accountod in the Accounts Books and only for the sake of information the library's 
Accession Register shows the prices which may not bo the amount paid due to the reasons stated earlier. 

Para 5 : Advances with Central Public Works Department/ Delhi Electric Supply Undertaking: 

As per Balance Sheet of the University aS on 31st March, 1993 an amount of Rs. 170.55 lakhs was lying out¬ 
standing b*ing advances against various works. Yraiwise and workwise details were not made available to 
audit. The University stated in April, 1994 that such details w;re being inserted in the Annual Accounts with 
eflEct from 1988-89. However, these details were not found insetted in the Annuel Accounts for the year 
1992-93. 

Comments of the University 

The Statement showing the details of outstanding advances of Capital nature including various works as 
on 31st March, is always being inserted in the Annual Accounts w.e.f. 1988-89 onwards. A complete account 
of these advances pertaining to Engg. Department were always being shown to the Audit Every year, however, 
the page No. 56 to 61 of Annual Accounts for 1992-93 is referred to which shows the category-wise Account- 
wise and work-wise details of the amount of Rs. 170.55 lakhs as given below
